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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 5, 6, 8, 19, 20 and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Reynolds. 

There is disclosed in Reynolds a beverage brewing apparatus, comprising: a 
mixing station 42; a dispensing station (located below the mixing station); a particulate 
delivery component 198 for delivery of particulate substance from a removable 
particulate storage component to the mixing station, wherein the storage component 
includes a hopper (receptacle) 200 and valved wall element (lower end of hopper) to 
define an enclosed space for containing a particulate substance, and wherein the 
valved wall element includes an outflow aperture 206, a plug element 212 and a bias 
element 202; an aqueous medium delivery means 32, 40 for delivering hot water to the 
mixing station; a particulate delivery component, wherein the particulate delivery 
component includes a conveyor element 232; an interconnect element 210 for 
releasably interconnecting the conveyor element and the outflow aperture; a valve plug 
interaction element 220, 228 for releasably maintaining the plug element of the valve 
member in an open position; and a support component (col 4, lines 71-75) for 
releasably engaging the removable storage component. 
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In regards to the particular type of particulate material, such is not definitive of 
any structural arrangement and is therefor not given any patentable weight. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 25 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 21 August 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art fails to disclose an interconnect 
element that may releasably interconnect the conveyor element and the outflow 
aperture. 

In response to applicant's argument it should be noted that the phrase 
"releasably interconnect", without proper structure, fails to limit the claims in a structural 
manner. It can be argued that the elements disclosed in Reynolds can so how be 
released from connection with each other. Because the specification is silent to whether 
the elements may be releasably engaged does not prohibit their release from each 
other. Without further structural limitations in the claims the broad recitation of 
"releasably interconnect" is met by the prior art reference to Reynolds.
